Can Be Revoked

notices is,the massive parking lot. 
Being the only public school in the

1. You must have an operator's

If you become ill or injured, your 
teacher will give you a pass to Miss 
Winner (Room 100) for treatment. 
After arriving at school, no one should

The American Cancer Society sug- 
gests finding out the facts. About 
forty thousand men and women in the 
United States will die of lung cancer 
this year. Cigarette smoking will be 
the cause of about thirty thousand 
deaths, the Society says, and addition- 
al thousands will die of various other 
types of cancer related to smoking, 
such as cancer of the lip, mouth, 
togue, larynx, and esophagus. 

There are about as many cancer 
deaths caused by cigarette smoking as 
there are deaths caused by automo- 
bile accidents. The death rate for can-

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Sales Tax Draws Controversy; 
Studenis May Lack Essentials 


Most. Indiana residents are acquainted with the con- 
troversial State Sales Tax which was to have gone into effect 
in July of this year. 

The purpose of the new tax was to provide additional 

funds, mainly for school construction, now badly needed. 
An injunction challenging the tax measure’s constitution- 
ality was filed, thereby preventing additional revenue from 
the special enactment. 

At the time, everyone was somewhat saree since the 
new law was apparently a dead issue. No one wants to pay, 
taxes, least of all students. However; in a recent statement 
by Govenor Matthew Welch, the issue of increased personal 
property taxes was a major concern. Since our local ‘govern- 
ment will receive little or no help at the state level for 
school levies, the burden must be carried by our parents. 

How does this affect the students enrolled in Elmhurst 
or any other public school in Indiana? This question may be 
-answered by saying that we will be more cramped, lack more 
classrooms, and possibly face an even greater teacher short- 
age. While no one wants or likes paying taxes, the fact re- 
mains that our educational system cannot be second-rate to 
those of neighboring states competing in the complex world 
of today. ; 

In order to prevent a short change of educational quality, 
local levies have skyrocketed to meet expenditures. But is 
this a permanent solution for the problem? Eventually prop- 
erty taxes will be unbearable for the business man and home 
owner. 

Indiana must take a long hard look at our outdated 
methods of taxation. A blanket sales tax could be the answer, 
but heaped on the personal property and gross income tax, it 
would triple the burden. 

It is up to our elected representatives now to plan for 
future needs and meet them with effective means.

In the spring of 1954 Indiana & 
Michigan Electric Company began a 
public relations medium of television. 
‘A two-fold purpose was the basis for 
the program: it was the desire of 
I&M, first, to uncover to the public 
the talents and academic abilities of 
Fort Wayne high school students; 
second, within the favorable frame- 
work of this type of program, to 
show the community I&M’s interest in 
its youth. , < 

The first of the television shows 
was called “Leisure Time.” It first 
appeared on the air March 21, 1954. 
“Leisure Time” was built around in- 
terviews in which an “I&M Reporter” 
talked with at least three high school 
students each week to learn what 

‘they did with their leisure time. The 
program also jneluded various talent 
from around the city schools. 

Because of its popularity, “Leisure 
Time” was continued the following 
school year . . - the fall of 1954 
through the spring of 1955. 

Because of comments and expres- 
sions of people all around Fort 
Wayne, the program was then 
changed to a better show called the 
“Livewire Clubhouse” in 1955-56 and 
4956-57. It sought not only to give 
public approval to boys and girls 
with constructive hobbies but to go 
further and give recognition to their 
talents. 

This new format gave the entire 
program the atmosphere of a teen- 
age clubhouse, with school pennants, 
soft drinks and snacks. A number of 
high school student “regulars” were | 
put in the cast, including boy and 
girl co-emcees, a musical combo, and 
school reporters. The entire show 
was kept as informal as possible, 
yet was planned each week to move 
along easily with a variety of inter- 
views, musical color, and demonstra- 
tions of talents or hobbies. 

Beginning with the fall of 1958, | 
the I&M teenage television pro- 
gram became the “Elektra Club.” 
Again we kept something old to put 
with something new in our effort to 
give the show a fresh appeal. We con- 
tinued to interview students who had 
unusual hobbies and abilities. Tal- 
ented high school students were in- 
eluded with entertainment acts. Popu- 
lar Fort Wayne columnist Cliff Mil- 
nor was brought in to moderate stu- 
dent panel discussions. These, by the | 
way, were quite spirited at times, 
and the subjects discussed served to 
prove beyond.a doubt that our high 
school youth are as knowledgeable 
as most adults.

The I&M Electra Club went a step 
further than the shows preceding 
it, in reporting current local high 
school news. Its format was con- 
tinued until January 1, 1961. 

A week later, IGM introduced a 
completely new high school television 
show, called “Hi-Quiz.” Its closest 
relative in the former programs was 
the panel discussion of the Elektra 
Club. But even that was a distant 
cousin. Under the format of the new 
show a Quizmaster stood between two 
teams, each representing a Fort 
Wayne high school, and fired ques- 
tions at them. The team that won on 


the first Sunday show came back to 
compete with the,team from another 


high school the next Sunday. No 
team was permitted to compete more 
than three consecutive weeks. The 


‘staff of the Fort Wayne and Allen 


County made up the questions on 
science, literature, government, his- 


‘tory, geography, and various other 


subjects. This format. was, continued 
through the spring of 1961 and again 
during the school year of 1961-62. 
In the fall of 1962, on the advice 
of the high ‘school principals, the 
team competition between schools was 
eliminated. The basic format was re- 
vised to its present form, with the 
weekly competition being between 
Team I and Team M, which are made 
up of students from eight different 
schools, New Haven ‘having been 
added to the Fort Wayne seven. The 
schools represented on each team are 
shuffled each week, and new students 
appear to represent each school each 
week. The 30 shows of the season 
can thus give the opportunity of an 
i&M Hi-Quiz television appearance 
to 240 high school students, 80 each 
of sophomores, juniors, and seniors.

On I&M’s Hi-Quiz October 6 


The I&M Electra Club ‘went a step 
further than the shows preceding 
it, in reporting current local high 
school news. Its format was con- 
tinued until January 1, 1961. 

A week later, I&M introduced a 
completely new high school television 
‘show, called “Hi-Quiz.” Its closest 
relative in the former programs was 
the panel discussion of the Elektra 
Ciub. But even that was a distant 
cousin. Under the format of the new 
show a Quizmaster stood between two 
teams, each representing a Fort 
Wayne high school, and fired ques- 
tions at them. The team that won on 
the first Sunday show came back to 
compete with the team from another 
high school the next Sunday. No 
tedm was permitted to compete more 
than three consecutive weeks: The 
staff of the Fort Wayne and Allen 
County made up the questions on 
science, literature, government, his- 
tory, geography, and various other 
subjects. This format. was continued 
through the spring of 1961 and again 
during the school year of 1961-62. 

In the fall of 1962, on the advice 
of the high school principals, the 
team competition between schools was 
eliminated. The basic format was re- 
vised to its present form, with the 
weekly competition being between 
Team I and Team M, which are made 
ap of students from eight different 
schools, New Haven having been 
added to the Fort Wayne séven. The 
schools represented on each team are 
shuffled each week, and new students 
appear to represent each school each 
week. The 30 shows of the season

In the spring of 1954 Indiana & 
Michigan Electric Company began a 
public relations medium of television. 
A two-fold purpose was the basis for 
the program: it was the desire of 
I&M, first, to uncover to the public 
the talents and academic abilities of 
Fort Wayne high school students; 
second, within the favorable frame- 
work of this type of program, to 
show the community I&M’s interest in 
its youth. " 

The first of the television shows 
was called “Leisure Time.” It first 
appeared on the air March 21, 1954. 
“Leisure Time” was built around in- 
terviews in which an “I&M Reporter” 
talked with at least three high school 
students each week to learn what 
they did with their leisure time. The 
program also included various talent 
from around the city schools. 

Because of its popularity, “Leisure 
Time” was continued the following 
school year . . the fall of 1954 
through the spring of 1955. 

Because of comments and expres- 
sions of people all around Fort 
Wayne, the program was then 
changed to a better show called the 
“Livewire Clubhouse” in 1955-56 and 
1956-57. It sought not only to give 
public approval to boys and girls 
with constructive hobbies but to go 
further and give recognition to their 
talents. 

This new format gave the entire 
program the atmosphere of a teen- 
age clubhouse, with school pennants, 
soft drinks and snacks. A number of 
high school student “regulars” were 
put in the cast, including boy and 
girl co-emcees, a musical combo, and 
school reporters. The entire show 
was kept as informal as_ possible, 
yet was planned each week to move

Nothing points more conclusively 


to the fact that secretaryship is now 


a recognized profession than the fact 
that now 209 colleges and universi- 
ties.are offering degrees in the field 
of secretarial studies. At the end of 
1956, Bachelor’s Degrees were award- 
ed to 1,286 women and 42 men. 

Many students have one general 
opinion: “All a secretary does is take 
dictation, type letters, and file.”’ But 
this is not always true. Take for ex- 
ample, the confidential seeretary to a 
Midwest governor who travel widely, 
an indispensible part of her boss’ 
staff; or the secretary to’ a depart- 
ment store executive who deals with 
experts in the exciting, competitive 
world of merchandising and fashion. 
These are just two of the varied and 
interesting lives a professional secre- 
tary may lead. 

Around fifty years ago the young 
women who mastered a machine just 
coming into wide use and who ven- 
tured into the then almost entirely 
male world of business were known 
as “typewriters.” Perhaps that is why 
many people still have the impres- 
sion that a secretary’s main task is 


- a machine-like turning out of perfect 


letters from nine to five. 
True, typing and shorthand are 


two of the basic skills of the secre- 


tary, but her duties cover a much 
wider field than the work. of such 
valuable specialists as the typist, 
stenographer, file clerk, and recep- 
tionist. The secretary, as we use the 
title today, often fills all of those 
positions. In addition, she is an as- 
sistant who knows many of the con- 
fidential matters of her office and of 
her employer’s business dealings. She 
uses this knowledge to protect him 
from unnecessary interruptions, de- 
lays, and confusions, and to clear the 
way for him in a score of other ways. 

A secretary’s career can have enor- 
mous personal rewards. Her working 
hours and conditions are pleasant and 
her office is certain to be comfortable.

Popular Sport 


But Do You Know The Rules? 


Football is one of the most popular 
high school sports there is. It is one 
of America’s major sports. Yet how 
many people know how football is 
actually played? How many of you, 
gentle readers would enjoy watching 
a game or attending more often if 
you understood the rules better? So 
boost our slightly sagging morale 
and just for general information, here 
is a brief rundown of the game and 
players. 

The teams are ed up “of 11 
players each: four eks (quarter- 
back, fullback) | “seven linemen 
(left end and ta left guard, 
center, right guard, right tackle and 
end.) The players line up for various 
positions for offense and defense but, 
when a scrimmage begins, each team 
must be “on side,” any offensive line- 
man in the backfield must be at 
least five yards back, unless the 
change is permanent; and the offen- 


sive team must have at least seven — 


players on its forward team. 

Each team’s objective, obviously, 
is to score more points than the op- 
posite team. (As we have discovered, 
this is much easier said than done.) 
Points are seored for the attacking 
team only and the team with- ‘the 

most points at the end of the game 
is the winner. A touchdown (6 points) 
is scored when a player carries the 
ball across “his opponent’s goal line, 
or when he completes a forward pass 
or recovers a free ball in. his op- 
ponent’s end zone. With each touch- 
down goes the privilege of trying 
for extra points. The ball is given to 
the scoring team on the defender’s 
3-yard line for one play. One point 
may be scored by a place or drop- 
kick, two by a run or pass. A field 
goal (8 points) is scored by drop- 


kicking or placekicking the ball from 


scrimmage over the cross bar or 


_ directly over an upright of the oR 
rs aha goal. A owe (2 tiger be 


is scored when a play ends with the 
defenders in possession of the ball 
behind their own goal line after them- 
selves causing the ball to cross the 
goal line. 

Before each game, the referee tosses 
a coin in the presence of both captains 
asking one to call. The winner gets 
his choice either of goals or of kick- 


ing or receiving the first kickoff. The 


loser gets the same choice at the 
start of the second half. 

Each half of the game starts with a 
kickoff—a place or drop kick from 
the kicking team’s 40-yard line and

This continues 
until one team or the other scores. 
Then comes another free kick and 
the same pattern (free kick—run- 
back—scrimmage—downscore) is re- 
peated until the half is over. After 
a touchdown (and a try for the ex- 
tra point) a field goal, the defenders 
choose between kicking or receiving 
the kickoff. After a safety, the de- 
fenders get a free kick from their 
own 20-yard line. 

During any down, the attacking 
team may, and often does surrender 
the ball to the defenders by kicking 
it. (This is usually if the attackers 
don’t feel they’ll be able to get an- 
other first down, and it puts their 
opponents further back than just an- 
other scrimmage would.) When that 
is done, the kicking team may not 
interfere with the defender’s oppor- 
tunity to catch the ball. A defender 
may gain added protection by signal- 
ling (arms aloft) for a fair catch. 
If he does so, he must stand fast 
after a catch, and the kicking team 
cannot tackle him. 

Three methods of kicking the ball 
are permitted: a drop kick, made by 
dropping the ball from the hands 
and kicking it as it touches, or is 
rising from, the ground; a place kick, 
made by kicking the ball while it is

vised by a referee, and umpire, a 
linesman, and a field judge. Primarily 
the referee positions the ball, orders 
play started and stopped, inflicts all 
penalties, declares all scores, and is 
in over-all charge. The umpire in- 
spects and rules on equipment and 
conduct of players. The linesman lo- 
cates the line to gain, keeps count 
of the downs for each series, notes 
whether players are on side when 
‘each play starts; 
distance gained or lost by each play. 
The field judge keeps time, using a 
stop watch or scoreboard clock, and 
supervises downfield play out of the 
other official’s range. 


In addition to these primary duties, 


the officials have a joint responsi- 
bility for calling fouls. Each one car- 
ries a marker (a small red flag) 
which he tosses or drops when he 
calls a foul. At the end of the play 
he reports his ruling to the referee, 
who directs the penalty. Loss of 
yardage, loss of a down, and for- 
feit of the ball to offened team 
are the usual penalties, Common 
fouls, with the penalty for each, are:

Immaturity, tidiffarcnes Reasons 


For Revocation Of Privileges 


“United we stand, divided we fall” this six word quota- 
tion could very well apply to a controversial subject here at 
Elmhurst. The subject is controversial only among the stu- 
dents. Our teachers and principal have formed their opinions 
and the decision has been made. In case you haven't figured 
out the controversy, I’m speaking about the after gamé sock 
hops. As on a coin there are two sides and understandably 
there are two sides to this subject. Few of us care what the 
other side thinks as long as we get our own way. There are 
many reasons for discontinuing after game soc hops. We 
are old enough and ‘intelligent enough to know how to be- 
have, yet there are “children” who don’t abide by the rules.

magazines: 


“A young man lived with his parents in a public housing 
development. He attended public school, rode the free school 
bus and participated in the free lunch program. He entered 
the Army, and upon discharge retained his nationa] service 
insurance. He enrolled in the state university, working part 
time in the state capitol to supplement his GI education 
checks.

Upon graduation he married a public health nurse, 
bought a farm with an FHA loan, and obtained an FRC 
loan to go into business. His baby was born in the county 


hospital. He bought a ranch with the aid of the veteran’s 


land program and obtained emergency feed from the govern- 
ment. 


_ Later he put part of his land in the soil bank and the 
payments soon paid out his farm and ranch. His fatner and 
mother lived very comfortably on the ranch on their social 
security and old age assistance checks. REA lines supplied 
electricity. The government helped clear his land. The county 
agent showed him how to terrace it; then the government 
built him a fishpond and stocked it with fish. The govern- 
ment guaranteed him a sale of his farm products at highest 
prices. 


Books from the public library were delivered to his door. 
The government insured the money he banked. His children 
grew up, entered public parks, swam in public pools, and 
joined the FFA. The man owned an automobile so he fayored 
the federal highway program. 


He signed a petition seeking federal assistance in de- 
veloping an industrial project to help the economy of his 
area. He was a leader in obtaining the new post office and 
federal building, and he went to Washington with a group 
to ask the government to build a dam costing millions so 
that the area could get “cheap electricity.” 


_ Then one day he wrote his congressman: “I wish to pro- 
test these excessive governmental expenditures and attend- 
ant high taxes. I believe in rugged individualism. I think 
people should stand on their own two feet without handouts. 
IT am opposed to all socialistic trends and I demand a return 
to the principles of our Constitution and the policy of state’s 
rights!”

Over the past four of five years 


our nation has been besieged by folk 


singing. It has swept the nation from 
Atlantic to Pacific, from the Rockies 
to the Gulf of Mexico, and shows n

Five years 
ago people were very confused over 
the various forms of jazz; jam ses- 
sions were nice but sometimes hard 
to appreciate because of their com- 
plexity.

Let us first take a look at a few basic functions that a 

. Student council performs. 

The name itself indicates that a council is an organiza- 
tion which is representative of the entire student body. It 
is really a basic democrative structure on a small scale. 
Leaders and representatives elected by a majority of the stu- 
dents because it is felt that these people are best suited for 
the job. 

Meetings are held and run by these people one or twice 
a week, during which time business concerning students, the 
school, and various activities are discussed and acted upon. 

The important thing to remember though is that a coun- 
cil does not have any say over those policies and rules which 
are set up by the administration. Certainly a student council 
might offer the students an opportunity to dir some griev- 
ance before members of the faculty, however they should 
not expect to change that which is seen fit by teachers. 

What specifically can you gain from your council then? 
Most important will be a strengthening of student to student 
relations, a better school spirit, a chance to serve the com- 
munity, and many diversified activities not now possible be- 
cause of lack of a central organization. Among a few of these 
activities that other councils have found successful include: 
student-facutly telephone directory, sale of school stationary, 
sweatshirts, pennants, etc; pep, spirit, and bus committees 
for athletic events, and money making projects for the 
treasury such as carnivals, bake sales and all-school car 
washes, 

Undoubtedly next year will prove to be a trying one for 
all those at Elmhurst. Problems and conflicts are bound 
to arise, and teachers and students will have to rely heavily 

on each other to keep the new organization running smoothly. 
However, the real success or failure will depend on you and 
how much you care for your school. If you are patient and 
structive nature, and pitch in and help when asked to do so, 
then the benefits derived will be of a type never before known 
at Elmhurst.

Inditferent Attitude Responsible 
For Close Call At R.R. Crossing 


Indiana law states that you, as an operator of a motor 
vehicle must come to a complete stop at a railroad crossing 
when signaled by a flagman, flasher, or bell. State law makes 
no mention however, of crossings marked by only a cross- 

_ buck, the judgment is left up to you. | 
Recently an Elmhurst graduate was involved in a ecar-_ 
train collision at the Smith Road crossing of the Wabash 
Railroad. The two occupants of the car escaped miraculously 
through the use of seat belts, but damage to the auto was a 


total loss. 


It would have taken only a few extra seconds to make a 
stop, or even a decrease in speed preparing for a stop, in order 
to avoid this useless loss of property, and suffering. Many 
times drivers fail to even apply their brakes as they approach 
this crossing. They have the attitude of false complacency, 
believing it is little-used or. they can hear the warning horn 


of an approaching train. 


. Some persons feel it is the fault of the railroad for not 
providing adequate warning at the crossing. Who can be held | 
responsible for ignoring the reflectorized-crossbuck and warn- 
ing horn provided by the railroad, and the circular signs 
erected by the County Highway Department? 

Whether or not the Wabash Railroad decides to install an 
automatic flasher at the crossing is immaterial for now. The 
important aspect is that we are aware of the risk involved 
at a crossing. At all times, the train has the right-of-way 
regardless of the method of warning. 

_ Heed the often quoted saying, “stop, look, and listen” 
at every crossing not marked by automatic devises. Make

30 Years Ago 


1934: The number of Freshmen and 
Seniors were tied on the 6 weeks 
Honor Roll, as was reported in this 
issue’s Advance.

29. 


1954: This four page issue was a 
complete sports issue celebrating 
the coming of the county basket- 
ball tournament. At this time they 
had a record of 7 wins and 4 de- 
feats. Mr. Bill Geyer, “affection- 
ately know as ‘our Bill’”’ was com- 
mended on his fine job of coaching. 
The Advance featured a story on 
his life and interests, noting that 
he began teaching at Elmhurst in 
1951. 


Insight On Colleges Presented;

Upon graduation from high school, 
you face a great many decisions 
which, of course, outline your future.

The fresh- 
man class is chosen by a process of 
selective admission. 

In considering your social life at 
college, Butler University has much 
to offer.

University Scholarships -and Stu- 
dent Aid Committee. Scholarship re- 
cipients are selected on the basis of 
competitive auditions and individual 
records. 

One of the most important ques- 
tions to consider is the price. The 
cost is moderate; for 55% of the edu- 
cational costs are borne by the Uni- 
versity. Butler also offers a wide 
range of financial aid opportunities.

To 70-69 Victory Over M. S. Rebels 


How can a basketball team lose to 


three county teams, but gain vic- 


tories over all city foes, plus a tough 
Muncie South Side team? This still 
remains an unsolved question, but it 
proves our Trojans can get tough 
when they are playing against tough 
competition. . 

A week ago Friday, Muncie South 
came to our gym boasting a fine 8-3 
record, earlier this season rated in 
the state, they are heralded by some 
people down Muncie way as as good 
as the defending state champions, 
the Muncie Central Bearcats. Paying 
no attention to this, Mr. Geyer’s team 
edged the Rebels, 70-69, before a 
roaring approval by Elmhurst fans.

January 10 Marks 
Date Of Freedom 


January 10, 1776. It was on this 
date that a little piece of writing by 
Thomas Paine, in pamphlet form, ti- 
tled “Common Sense,” first made its 
appearance. It was to have far-reach- 
ing effects; it would not be an exag- 
geration to say that its fiery words 
had an influence on the entire course 
of history. For it first gave voice to 
the unspoken hope of an oppressed 
people: that an independent govern- 
ment might be established in Ameri- 
ca, freef rom the fetters that had held 
the colonies subservient. 


America’s three million colonists, 
suffering under the stigma of being 
treated as second-class citizens, smart- 
ing from abuses like the Boston mas- 


Sacre and the events at Concord 
Bridge, received Paine’s far-sighted 
words with tremendous enthusiasm. 
A hundred and twenty thousand copies 
were distributed—and each of these 
was passed from hand to hand; Paine’s 
message became the rallying cry for 
the forces of freedom and a mighty 
boost was given to the movement 
which was to lead to the establish- 
ment of the first founded on the con- 
cept that free men could govern 
themselves.

The Berne Bears offered little re- 
sistance to our powerful Trojan team 
last Friday, as we mauled over them, 
87-40. 

The Bears started out playing a 
stall game, waiting for the best play 
to score. They might have accom- 
plished this, had they hit their, open 
shots. Our strong rebounding broke 
up the game, even though they held 
us to 12 points in the first quarter. 

In the second quarter we broke 
toose for 23 points. Tom Mullans got 
eight, and Bob McGregor scored six 
to lead our Trojans in that quarter. 
Berne was held to nine points in the 
second quarter. 

In that first half we hit at a torrid 
.535 pace, connecting on 15 of 28 shots.

Now with four high schools, ten 
junior highs, and countless elementary schools now under one 
system, there is little doubt that there are not enough buses to 
meet every school’s need. - 

Of course we enjoyed the privilege of bus transportation 
as one of the benefits of a small school corporation. Now, 
since we have joined and subsequently received the advant- 
ages of a larger and more efficient system, we must forsake 
our former rights for the good of all.

EWCS Receives 
12 New Busses 


Recently, the Transportation De- 
partment of the Fort Wayne Com- 
munity Schools received 12 new Inter- 
national Harvester Load Star buses 
now parked at the Elmhurst Bus Ga- 
rage. With these new additions to 
the fleet, carrying ‘capacity has been 
inereased 792 passengers, 

The six-cylinder equipped buses 
were purchased from the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company, Fort 
Wayne, and then fitted with 66-pas- 
senger bedy structures from the Car- 
penter Body Works, Inc., Mitchell, 
Indiana. The Harvester and Carpenter 
firms were awarded the contracts on 
the basis of lowest bids offered last 
fall when the School Board requested 
new vehicles.

Boosting the total number of buses 
now in service to 70, the 12 new 
buses replaced 15 worn-out vehicles 
which were traded in at the time of 
delivery. :

Students who take the test have an 
opportunity to participate in many 
national seholarships. The test will 
also give students a better under- 
standing of their own educational de 
velopment. This will help in making 
vocational and educational plans. 
NMSOQT is also a good experience for 
students in taking this tyne of test 
The test requires about 3 hours. 

Juniors will soon be given a book- 
let of information in homerooms, The 
booklet lists scholarships which are 
based upon the results of the test. 
Some of the following are in the list: 
AFL-CIO, Central Soya Company, 
Container Corporation of America, 
B. F. Goodrich, Phelps Dodge Corpo- 
ration, Pittsburgh Plate Glass, Sears 
Roebuck and Company, and F. W. 
Woolworth Company. 

Test results will be sent back to

- Authorities Demant Full ‘Stop’ 
At Hazardous Railroad Crossing 


In a previous editorial, the situation at the Smith Road 
crossing of the Wabash Railroad was presented. At that 
time the question of adequate marking was discussed along 
with a personal responsibility at all railroad crossings. 

Recently, the Allen County Highway Department took 
steps to reduce the hazzard at the grade crossing. In an 
effort to oblige the motorist to stop, look, and listen, regular 
stop signs have been erected at the approach, Although 
stop signs have not previously been included in railroad 
markings, the number of recent accidents seem to indicate 
that little heed was being given to existing signs, and 
therefore stronger measures were necessary. 

When a railroad determines that an automatic flasher 
is required, it is usually on the basis of poor visibility, bad 
conditions of the high way, excessive amount of traffic of a 
combination of all these factors. Few, if any of these ad- 
verse conditions exist at the Smith crossing. The liability 
here is on the drivers themselves. 

With the erection of these stop signs comes a manda- 
tory obligation to obey the law. It is just not enough to slow 
down long enough to take a quick glance up and down the 
tracks. The law states that on any intersection marked with 
a stop sign, you must come to a dead stop even if you are 
halted behind another vehicle. 

It is no longer possible to use the worn-out escuse that 
this crossing is improperly marked. Any accident which oc- 
curs here will almost automatically be the driver’s fault. 
You can’t say you weren’t warned! 


Take Time To Plan Program « 


Sophomores and junidrs should begin immediately to 
plan their fall program. Although it is only March, time will 
slip quickly by before you realize that program cards must | 
be filled out. Proper attention cannot be given to careful 
choices in haste. 

Before you decide on any subject, be sure it falls into the 
general category you chose as a freshman or the course you 
are presently taking, if you have changed. It is important 
that you select and follow a specific area, whether it is Col- 
lege Prep, Commercial, Industrial Arts, or Fine Arts. 

The practice of taking easy courses is a lazy one, but 
often the person who signs up for what he thinks is an 
“easy credit” or snap course becomes disillusioned and drops 
out after the seeond week in September, This situation is 
not only unfortunate for the student, but presents problems 
to administrators when changes. are made. 

If you have questions pertaining to fall courses, you 
should see either Mrs. Pennington or Mr. Zimmerman in 
the Guidance Department for advice and counciling. ; 

Careful planning is necessary for wise decisions. A little 
worthwhile time spent now can result in a well-organized 
program suited to your ability and need.

People all over the world have long 
marveled at the vast, beautiful, pro- 
ductive land called America.

Then tenants fail to maintain 
their new shelter. 

The idea of urban renewal is basically good, but before 
property is renovated, the inhabitants must first be taught 
cleanliness, respect for property, and responsibility as home 
owners. It must be understood that only by raising the stand- 
ards of living of the slum-dwellers can we eliminate these 
devastated areas. Only by helping themselves can these under- 
priviliged persons better the conditions in which they must 
live, work, and play.

Let us look at the case of our cafe- 
teria staff. 

These ladies, with the help of a portion of the student 
body, prepare and serve food daily to some one thousand 
hungry students.

Earlham College, located in Rich- 
mond, Indiana, offers a world of study 
and activity to its students. The aca- 
demic year consists of three terms of 
about 11 weeks each, separated by 
vacations of three weeks at Christ- 
mas and 10 days in the spring. Reg- 
istration is normally for the whole 3-. 
year term so that the work of the 
year can be seen in its totality. Dur- 
ing each term a midterm break is 
scheduled-consisting of a weekend of 
all-college recreation. The Harlham 
student registers for three regular 
courses per term and. thus concen- 
trates on these three subjects rather 
than among five or six as is commor 
under most academic schedules. — 

The buildings making up the cam- 
pus add much to Earlham’s college 
life. The Lilly Library, completed in 
1963, is one of the most attractive 
libraries in the eountry. The fully 
air-conditioned building has a capac- 
ity for 190,000 volumes and seats over 
half the student body. Carpenter Hall 
contains classrooms, faculty and ad- 
‘ministrative offices, the Eastern In- 
daina Center of Earlham College and 
Indiana University for adult educa- 
tion, the Earlham store, and music 
studios. The Observatory, built in 
1861.to house telescope and the tran- 
sit, was the first college observatory 
to be built in the state. 

Earlham gives recognition to those 
students whose effective utilization 
of their own capacities leads to out- 
standing achievement. At the end of 
each academic year, the highest rank- 
ing man and woman in each of the

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Diplomas Open Many Dare. 
Underclassmen Stay In School 


“Pll make it,” a rebellious young 16-year old told his 
high school principal as he announced that he was dropping 
out of school. “Abe Lincoln never cooled school and he was 
great.” 

It’s ironic that such a twist of the American dream 
should be used to nationalize so regretable an act. The decision 
to drop out of school will be a stigma that will hang over this 
boy for the rest of his life. 

Had he not been so impulsive and listened to adult advice, 
he would have learned that unemployment among 16 and 17 
year-olds is the highest of any age group, according to the 
U.S. Department of Labor. Trouble getting a job next month, 
next year, 10 years from now will haunt him. 

And, at the close of his business life some 40 years 
from now, even if he has been fortunate enough to be steadily 
employed, he will probably earn $50,000 less than if he had 
completed high school, say Bureau of the Census estimates. 

If this were an isolated case, this boy’s problem might 
be shrugged off. But during the 60’s, it is estimated that a 
high rate of young people will drop out of high school and 
attempt to find jobs. 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerse tells us that sixty-two 
million adults in the United States have not completed high 
school. 

If the present rate of drop outs continue. about 35 per 
cent of those who will enter the freshman year in the fall will 
fail to graduate! Thirty years ago, 50 per cent dropped out 
before graduation. That’s some progress, but not nearly 
enough. 

Jobs traditionally open to non-graduates are disappear- 
ing. The present rate of unemployment among all out-of- 
school, 16 to 21-year olds is about 13 per cent, two and one- 
half times that of the total labor force. Among schcol droup- 
outs, the rate rarely falls below 20 per cent and ferquently 
rises to 30 per cent. 

The moral of these none-too-heartening statistics isn’t 
hard to draw: There’s no sound reason why you should not 
finish high school.

Often the seniors aren’t fully appreciated until their 
final year and then we realize in the heights of our triumphs 
that they won’t be back next year to make our basketball 
team the greatest or add that touch of age and authority to 
activities. ; 

Next year’s class will succeed the ’64’s and each year, 
everyone who is graduated leaves a part of himself here to be 
remembered by all, whether it be in the field of sports, 
scholastic achivement or other activities.
